BEEF ANIMAL FOR HOME USE 


Unprofitable Cow or Heifer That Does 


Not Promise to Be Good Pro- 


ducer May Be Killed. 


-The farmer buys more beef than he 


takes from the farm. Only about 10 
per cent of meat furnished by the av- ] 
erage farm is beef. In the North and 
West the average consumption of beef 
per family is nearly 300 pounds and 
in the South It is loss than 100 pounds. 


The beef animal killed for home 


use, suggest specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture, may 
be a beef steer or an unprofitable cow, 
or a heifer that does not promise to 
3e_a good producer and would not 
bring a good price for beef on the 
market.

"I am not comiia-ed that a general 


'campaign to increase, the number of 
small-farm stocks ui sheep is thor- 
oughly wise unless the field for such 
an effort is first prepared," said Dr. j 
J. B. Mohler, chief of the Intreau of ' 
animal industry, in an address before 
the More-Sheep-More-Wool association. 
"There must be established a popular 
understanding of principles which ex- 
perienced sheepmen are likely to take 
for granted. 


"With dairy herds we find that best 


methods of production seldom prevail 
•when only.a few animals are kept. 
The owner of a very small herd is not 
often interested in better breeding, 
feeding or disease control. lie Is not 
a dairyman. But when he has a herd 
of a dozen cows or more he becomes 
a real asset to a great dairy business. 


"So with sheep. We must aim, it ap- 


pears to me, not so much for a» in- 
crease in the number of flocks as an in- 
crease in the number of &heep kept by 
men who are real shepherds or have 
the qualifications and de&ire to be- 
come shepherds. Xor should we for- 
get that farmers in general may not 
be versatile enouerh to add a profitable

^ht vnrietj of fowls, who house and 


food them properly, and yet who can- 
not obtain eggs early in the winter 
because their fowls are too old.

seldom pays to keep hens for laying 
after they are two and one-half years 
old; not that they will not give a 
profit, but that younger fowls will 
ghe a greater profit, says the United 
State- department of agriculture. A
